The course of 
future @vénts in China can be regarded

ITALIAN -CONSULATE-

The building occupied by the Italian

BRITAIN’S DECLARATIONS. 


The delegation of the British Empire, 
however, made the following déclarations : 
“The British Delegation has laid stress 
at various times upon the fact that the 
closest co-operation between the various 
fighting services is now an accepted neces- 
sity, but they are unable to subscribe 
‘fully to all the arguments stated in the 
| report, and to the paragraph under dis- 
cussion. - 
“Tt must be recugnised that this para- 
graph is written from the point of view 
of a Continental country, and, as such, 
there are no criticisms which the British 
Delegation would venture to make on it; 
but the factors which apply so cogently 
to a Continental country do not apply in 
equal measure to an insular country. An 
insular country, with large overseas pos- 
séssions and interests, is obliged to main- 
tain its forces for r»asons which differ 
from those applicalle to Continental 
countries. 
“Thus, for example, the navy of an 
island Power is maintained for two 
primary reasons—(a) the safeguarding of 
its trade routes, commerce, and food; 
and (b) the defence of its own coasts and 
those of outlying parts of its empire. 
A maritime empire, in view of its great 
responsibility for safeguarding its lines of 
communication, requires a nav} which is 
affected only to a certain degree by- the 
size of the navies of neighbouring 
countries. 


ARMIES. 


“The same broad principles apply with 
regard to the armies maintained. - The 
army of a Continental nation is main- 
‘tained with the primary object of protect- 
ing its country from aggression. The 
army of a maritime Empire is maintained 
to supply the needs of its overseas com- 
mitments, Even more than in the ¢ase 
of the navy it is true te say that the size 
of the army is practically independent oi 
the size of the armies of its neighbours. 

“The essential difference between the 
navy and the army of a country, as viewed 
from. the Continental and insular stand- 
points, has been briefly considered above. 
The difference does not apply in at all 
equal measure to the air forces maintained 
in the two different. types of country, 
since the air is a medium free from the 
limitations. which necessarily limit the 
action of land and sea forces. It follows, 
therefore, that a maritime country, unless, 
indeed, it is beyond the strikng range 
of possible antagonists, mast possess an 
air force which is sufficiently strong to 
répel invasion, and in consequence it 
follows that the air forces must bear direct 
relation to the air forces available of 
neighbouring countries. 

“There is no wish on the part of the 
British Delegation in any way to dispute 
the fact that the close relationship 
between the various forms of fighting 
services results in certain subsidiary 
operations of war being possible of execu- 
tion by. more than one branch, but the 
broad principles which underlie the main 
functions of each of the three services 
appear to be so distinct as to warrant 
their consideration separately, and not in 
combination. 


ABUSE OF MATHEMATICS. 


“The ‘British Delegation are of the 
opinion that it would be very difficult, 
indeed, to combine in one index figure the 
comparative strength of each of the three 
armaments. to which each State will be 
justifiably entitled. It seems, moreover, 
quite impossible to compare the arma- 
ments value of a battalion, a battleship, 
and an air squadron. To reduce these dis- 
similar factors to one common denomina- 
‘tor would appear to be an abuse of 
mathematics, against which the Sub- 
Commission were warned more than once 
in the Preparatory Commission, and, if 
attempted, would be almost certain to 
lead to the adoption of an atbitrary ratio 
bearing no relation to the realities of the 
case.’

BODY FOUND ON A 
DUKE’S ESTATE,

The decomposed body of a woman was 
found by a gamekeeper yesterday in a lonely 
plantation on Froggatt Edge, near Sheffield. 

The features were beyond recognition and 
the clothing was rotted. Up to a late hour 
last night the body had not been identified.

COMMERCE AND “THE 
UNIVERSITIES.

Professor B. F. Shields, of the National 
University, wa’ the speaker at yesterday's 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, his 
subject being ‘Commerce am the 
Universities.’’ He dealt with two definite 
problems: ‘The necessity for a close bond 
of union between the Universities and the 
commercial community ; and the influence 
of a faculty of commerce on industrial 
and, commercial development. | 

THE UNIVERSITIES, 

The Universities, he said, are an integral 
part of the life of the nation; and, as such, 
their well-being should be regarded with 
favour by another important section—the 
business world, The success of the business 
community should have a healthy reaction on 


the activities of the Universities, as should 
the ' successful . attainments of the latter 


exercise a potent influence on the operations 


of commerce generally. | 

With these intimate ties between the 
Universities and business life the question 
may be asked: Have the business men in the 
country or in Dublin, either individually or 
in their various associations. er ee 
interest’in the Irish Universities? - at was 
required was that the relationship between 
the two bodies should be moré binding and 
permanent in form than» any’ mére ephemeral 
set of phrases, which were “ monientarily 
interesting. é AR. 

PRACTICAL EFFORTS. 

Practical efforts. showld be made by thé 
managements to utilise, for the benefit of their 
particular business, the well-trained graduates 


‘turned out by certain faculties of the Univer- 


sities that provide instruction in the problems 
of moderh business organisations. ' Successful 
business: firms should, in a spirit of public 
service and well-directed interest in the great 
educational institutions in. their midst, come 
forward nobly and place even a small endow- 
ment at the disposal of the Universities for 
specific purposes. Business concerns should 
not allow themselves to live in a state of 


isolation from the important academic estab- ' 


lishments which heip to build up the 
prosperity of the country. 
IN AMERICA. 

In America liberal private donations were 
made to the Universities, thus recognising 
in an appreciative way the utility of higher 
education, not only to the individual, but 
also to the pation. The great business men 
of America considered that it was a good 
form of national investment and business 
advertisement, and they showed a keen 
anxiety to employ graduates from the Univer- 
sities who had received a cultural. as well as 
a specialised training. The great difficulty 
that was found in the conduet of business 
was that of securing a -sulficient’ number of 
specially qualified men and women to urfler- 
take the more responsible tasks and to fill the 
posts with satisfaction to the management. 

TECHNIQUE. 

Every fairly extensive business firm should 
have at the head of its various departments 
employés who are specially _ proficient 
in the technique. of the. particular 
industry, who are able to understand 
the important economic: problems that ailect 
the business in which they are engaged. 
They .should be able to estimate the value 
of statistical daia as applied to particular 
departments, and to the business generally. 
The larger accouhtancy and the financial 
problems that influence their special business 
should be easily realised. | 

The direction of business policy demands a 
somewhat different mind, a larger breadth 
of vision and imagination, a wider grasp 
of business possibilities and conditions than 
are usually associated with mere routine 
work. The Faculty of Commerce of the 
National University prepared young men and 
women for business, In it there was an 
attempt. te co-ordinate. a sound cultural 
education with a systematic training .n 
advanced industrial and commercial organisa-

MRS. M. B. FAIRBROTHER’S 
EXHIBITION. 

In the exhibition which she has opened at 
the Mills Hall, Merrion row, Dublin, Mrs. 
Marie B. Fairbrother presents a very interest- 
ing and varied collection of sketches of Indian 
and Kashmiri scenery. 

Into her pictures, which are mainly water- 
colour, Mrs. Fairbrother has conveyed much 
of the vivid colouring of Eastern scenes. At 
a first glance the collection, which numbers 


well over one hundred, almost startles one by 


its wealth of rich colours, but it proves how 
intimately the artist knows her Eastern 
country. Here are fascinating glimpses of 
deep valleys nestling under great mountains, 
which stretch their heights into the clouds. 
Many of the sketches convey a wonderful 
sense of atmosphere. 

On another side are seen fields of lotus 
lilies, pink-tipped, above a quiet pool with a 
mysterious mountain range in the background. 
There are a number of delightful studies of 
Dal Lake—notably a study of morning on the 
lake, with a mist slowly lifting, and revealing 
the beauties of the landscape. Autumn glories 
on Dal Lake is another sketch that strikes a 
golden note. Mrs. Fairbrother has also caught 
much of the picturesque quaintness of the 
temples, shrines and buildings of the country, 
and her sketches reveal a great command of 
technique. Mukden Sahib’s Shrine on Fort 
Hill, Srinagar, is a very striking example. 
Wazir’s House and The City Gate, Bareilly, 
are also fine examples of her work.

GREEN USED AS DUMP. 


Longford Urban Council has been divided on 
the question of holding the fairs on the street 
or on the Fair Green, which is conveniently 
situated to the railway station. A majority 
of the members, a number of whom are 
licensed shopkeepers, are in favour of holding 
the fairs on the street 

Private residents and some of the business 
people in the streets strongly resent the prac- 
tice of holding the fairs on the streets. On 
many occasions cattle have rushed through 
doorways, and caused damage before they 
were forced to retreat. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
the suggestion of a transit inspector 
that, in order to save cattle from cruelty, the 
Fair Green should be left for the sale of cattle 
on fair days; was agreed to unanimously. At 
a later stage of the meeting, a report from 
the Allotments Committee recommended the 
Fair Green as the most suitable land in the 
urban area for allotment to sixteen plot- 
holders, who applied to the Council for plots. 
An objection to this suggestion was signed’ 
by Mr. Peter Fanning, the fifth member of 
the Committee. 

The Chairman (Mr. Connolly)— The members 
who signed the report have agreed that the 
gates of the Fair Green be left open for the 
sale of cattle; and now they recommend that 
the green be used for cropping. How are we 
going to carry out this recommendation in 
face of the order we already have made? 

Mr. Kelly—The people will not use the 
Fair Green on fair days. They prefer to sell 
their stock in the streets. 

Chairman—But you must leave the gates 
open and let cattle in if their owners desire 
it; and what about the plotholders cabbages 
in that event? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fanning said that the green. was at 
present being used as a dumping ground. It 
was most unjust treatment for the people who 
lived around it. An epidemic had broken 
out in another part of the town from which 
refuse had been brought and dumped in the 
Fair Green. i 

The Chairman said that he informed Mr. 
McNally (Town Surveyor) that he would have 
to find some other dumping ground. 

Mr Reilly proposed that, the report of the 
Allotments Committee be ruled out of order, 
and this was seconded by Mr, Fanning. 

Mr. Dowd—Now, after putting the Com- 
mittee to all the trouble, it is proposed to 
turn down their report. It is a very high-

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COACHMAN KILLED OUTSIDE 
NEWRY. 


Thrown from his seat when a _ Crossley 
tender ran into the coach in which he was 
driving Mrs. Moorhead’ and her lady friend to 
the former’s residence, ‘‘ Belmont,’’ Newry, 
after an outing last Saturday, John Truesdale 
(62), who was for over forty years in Mrs. 
| Moorhead’s employment ‘as coachman and 
gardener, sustained a fractured skull, from 
which he died in the Newry General Hospital 
within a few hours, 

The coach capsized and the horse fell on 
top of the driver, who was picked up uncon- 
scious.
